1 . The amendments to the specification filed on 1 1/1 8/201 0 are acceptable and 
should be entered.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest every limitation of the methods of claims 1 and 9. Neteler 
(US 6,531,197) teaches a method for heat sealing two flexible sheets comprising an 
active film and foil combination to one another to form a flexible package (See col. 3, 
lines 22-67; col. 4, lines 1 -1 3). The active film is a silica impregnated microporous 
polyolefin layer which covers the entire foil and is present in the area where the heat 
seal is formed (See Fig. 1 and 2). Neteler is silent regarding a step of selecting an area 
for attachment for the active film, the active film attachment area being outside the area 
where the heat seal is to be formed. Neteler is also silent regarding a separate step of 
applying the active film to the active film attachment area prior to attaching the active 
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film and foil combination to a separate sealing area of a flexible package. Because the 
prior art lacks these teachings, the instantly claimed method is allowable over the prior 
art.
